UAW Sharpens Strike Threat Against 
General Motors In Pension-Pay Talks 


DETROIT. May 8—U&—The CIO 
United 
Auto 
Workers Union is 


sharpening a strike threat against 
the last big target In its "fourth- 
round" pension and 
wage 
hike 
drive. 


A costly, 100-day strike against 
Chrysler Corp., was hardly over 
when the UAW threatened Sun- 
day to cancel its contract 
with 
General Motors Corp,, largest of 
the car industry's Big Three, un- 
less "progress" is shown In bar- 
gaining talks. 
Slated to expire May 29, the con- 
tract will continue until 30-day no- 
tice of termination is given. It has 
run for two years. 
The 89,000 Chrysler workers, who 
won pensions and other benefits 
In their walkout, headed back 
to 
their jobs today. The agreement 
was reached Thursday. 
The Ford Motor Co., other mem- 
ber of the Big Three, granted pen- 
sions last September. 
The UAW already has filed a no- 
tice of intent to strike against 
GM, as required by the 
Taft-' 
Hartley law. But It still has to 
poll 
235,000 GM workers on a 
strike, as required : by Its 
own 
constitution and under Michigan 
law. 
With membership approval, the' 


union could call a strike 30 days 
after serving 'notice of cancellation 
of contract. 


From General Motors, the UAW 
is demanding benefits totalling 31 
cents an hour. It asks $125 a month 
pensions, including social security, 
a nine cent an hour wage boost 
and a union shop. 


Both Ford and Chrysler granted 
what the union called a ten-cent- 
an-hour "package" plan. This pro- 
vided for $100 a month pension, In- 
cluding social security, plus health 
and insurance benefits. 


T. A. Johnstone, the union's GM 
director, said the UAW National 
GM conference authorized the ne- 
gotiation committee to serve cen- 
cellation notice on the company at 
any time. 


/The committee reported 
"there 
had been no substattial 
progress 
toward a 
collective 
bargaining 
agreement during 21 meetings with 
representatives of the General Mo- 
tors Corp." Talks began 
March 
29. 


Johnstone said that the cancella- 
tion notice would be served "in the 
near future unless developments In 
negotiations indicate a greater pos- 
sibility of peaceful settlement than 
at present."

In Galesburg Talk 


'Off-Cuff Speech 
Read From Notes 
On 66th Birthday 


ABOARD TRUMAN TRAIN, 
May 8.—(/I')—President Truman 
declared today that the decisions 
the United States makes In the 
months 
ahead 
will 
determine 


whether there will be "a third 
world war." 


In a talk to a train slilo crowd 
at Galesburg, 111., tho President 
assailed "Isolationists" who would 
"let the rest of tho 
world bo 
swallowed up by Communism." 
These men, Truman asserted, can- 


not "see beyond their noses." "And 
forget "the 
terrible price" this 


country would have to pay for 
such a course." 


"These same men who tell you 
we should economize by an Isola- 
tionist policy," he said, "did the 
same thing after World War One 
and brought on "World War Two." 


We will have a third world war, 


if we "renege" on our allies, Tru- 
man said, just as "Russia is reneg- 
ing on her allies." 


Speaking on tho fifth anniver- 
sary of his proclamation, of allied 
victory over Nazi Germany, the 
President devoted much of his first 
"whistle stop" speech to a warning 
on the critical foreign situation. 
Truman's talk was listed as ah 


"off the cuff" speech, but he read 
from notes. 


Defending his so-called "non- 
political" cross country speaking 
trip, which has been assailed by 
Home Republicans, Truman said 
he Is making "a report to the peo- 
ple" as he has "every right" and 
"privilege" to do. 
A next world war we 
warned,

40-year-old Pampa broker was the 
only Republican In a field of 11. 
He campaigned on a broadly anti- 
administration platform. 
National Republican leaders bub- 
'led over with victory statements 
and predictions of a National GOP 
weep. National Democratic lead- 
rs—including the President—were 
ion-committal. 
The race Saturday was a high- 
nan-win, no-majority-needed affair. 
Juill got 1,887 votes more than his 
learest opponent, the only woman 
n the race. Of 35,847 votes count- 
d—less than a thousand were left 
oday—he got 8,151. That's about 
2 per cent. 
Republicans usually can depend 
n about 20 per cent of the vote in 
he 18th Congressional district. 


Guill will soon have a chance to 
Tove himself and the Republican 


high command correct. 
His job 


lasts only until Jan. 3—the day the 
term of Rep. Gene Worley, whom 
he succeeds, would have ended. 
Worley quit to become a federal 
judge. 


Guill said he hopes his victory 
means the beginning of a two-par- 
ty system in Texas. But ho rec- 
ognized the vlte-splitting effects 
of the multiple Democrats in the 
race. 
"I certainly intend to run for a 


full term in the November general 
election on the Republican ticket," 
he said. "I know what a high hur- 
dle it will be to beat one Demo- 
crat. I had 'em divided yesterday 
—10 to one." 


Guill already knows who one 
strong Democratic opponent will 
be. Mrs. Altavene Clark of Ama- 
rillo, long-time congressionan secre- 
tary who was runnerup, promptly 
announced she'll run again in the 
July Democratic primaries. 


Another might be Texas Legisla- 


tor J. Blake Timmons of Amarillo, 
who finished third with 5,698 votes. 
"The tail wagged the dog," he said. 
"The results show the Panhandle 
is still about 80 per cent Democrat- 
ic."

Farm-Ranch Club 
Hears Discussion 
Oi Pest Controls 


Cotton insect control was dis- 
cussed by W. H. Walker, Navar- 
ro county agent, at the Farm and 
Ranch Club sponsored meeting of 
farm owners and operators Thurs- 
day night at the Corsicana Live- 
stock and 
Agriculture 
Show 
grounds. 
Demonstrations of var- 


ious machines were given follow- 
ing the program. J. Vernon (Bal- 
dy) Harwell, county' clerk, won 
the guessing contest of the num- 
ber of grains of corn in a glass 
jar. sponsored by C. O. Ferguson 
and Co. 
W. A. Lang, president of the 
club, introduced the program. 
In the beginning of his remarks, 
Walker outlined the seven steps 
for the cotton farmer as follows: 
1. Fit cotton in balanced farm- 


ing.2. Conserve 
soil—a 
must .in 


any program. 
. 3. 
Make labor count—use of 
equipment, etc., to reduce over- 
head expense. 
4. 
One variety of cotton in 
each community. He said a tire 
manufacturer .had given Navarro 
county cotton a high rating fol- 
lowing tests the past few years.) 


5. 
Control of insects. 
6. 
Pick and 
gin 
for 
high 
grades. 
(There is too much low 
grade cotton—not enough 
high 


grades.) 
7. Sell on grade. 
Turning to his main 
topic, 
insect control, the agent said 
this type of work was not suc- 
cessful In Texas until 1945 when 
a law became effective requir- 
ing the right amount of poisons 
in insecticides. He pointed out, 
too. that discoveries during the 
war provided the tvpe that will 
control all cotton pests. 
Slides were shown of the var- 
ious types of insects at work—in- 
cluding red spider,, lice, fleahop- 
per, boll weevil, boll worm, grass- 
hoppers and others. 


"Our 
recommendations for Na- 
varro county this year 
is the 
same as last year," Walker stat- 
ed. He suggested that the pois- 
oning start when the cotton puts 
out the second set of leaves and 
that three applications of either 
dust or spray be applied fey June 
10.Explaining about the deadline 
date, the agent referred to the 28 
beneficial insects found in cotton 
fields that also prey on the harm- 
ful 
types—explaining that 
late 


poisoning causes inroads in the 
beneficial types and often causes 
the boll worms to over-run the 
area late in the season. 
Many 


of) the good insects devour the 
eggs of the boll worms. 
Considerable damage and trou- 


ble occurred in the El Dorado 
community because of late pois- 
oning last year, Walker pointed 
out.
